| Cleanliness of every utensil that 
; will be employed is absolutely essen- 
| tial. If the hands are at all inclined 
| to be “clammy,” wash them in warm 
| water thoroughly before placing them 
j| in the flour. try should be kept 
| cool during the making, otherwise it 
| will not be light. 
|. When margarine is used instead of 
butter rather less water should be 
| used; the same applies to vegetable 
fats, both of which contain more 
| moisture than butter. 


: Never flour the rolling pin while 
| holding the utensil directly over the 
pastry. Fine flour requires stightly 
| more moisture than ordinary *“house- 
¡ hold whites.” Pastry must always be 
¡Put into a hot oven, otherwise the 
shorieniug will melt before the flour 
¿is ready to absorb it. As soon as the

MAN CHARGED WITH MURDER 
~OF SON-IN-LAW. 


A man was shot dead and two women 
seriously injured in a sensational 
shooting affray which occurred on New 
Year's Day at Sunderland. 

Shortly after six, o'clock Bernard 
Quinn, a labourer, 30,-was sitting 
in his house in W ine-st., Hendon, 
on the outskirts of Sunderland, with his 
wife, Elizabeth Quinn, aged 28, and 
Elizabeth Cassidy, aged 58, her mother. 

The party were seated in front of the 
fire. Quinn was playing a melodion 
and the women were singing popular 
songs. 

Suddenly, it is alleged, Daniel Cas- 
sidy, 59, employed at a smithy in 
the neighbourhood, rushed into the 
house and fired a revolver.

Cassidy was tackled by a civilian
